For the scond successive year enrollment at Loyola 
has increased by 100 to 603, figures released today reveal. 
A record Freshman registration of 257 students together 
with the enrollment of nearly 50 new students in the 
Sophomore year were responsible for the increase. The 
Science faculty is once again the largest in the college 


with 280 members.

Freshman President, ‘Mike 
Beaudoin and his committee un- 
der Andre Volpe have set plans 
for the coming Freshman Week 
centering about a slightly dif- 
ferent theme from those of pre- 
vious years. This year’s pro- 
gram is based on the idea that 
Freshmen will participate in the 
initiation ceremonies as a group 
rather than as individuals. 

Without letting the cat out of 
the bag entirely, two specific 
projects will be used as  ex- 
amples: the “Car Wash A la 
Frosh” and the mass ‘Boot 
Shine”. These were so arranged 
that Freshman classes of dif- 
ferent faculties would be work- 
ing in pairs on such projects at 
specific times rather than every- 
one performing tasks on his own.
